| REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT. 


Dear Brethren in the Lord: 
Assembled a second time in our brief history in this 


house of God, we look back at the startling changes 


that have taken place in the clerical roll within this 
short time. Of the seven clerical founders, but three 
sit in to-day’s convention. A fourth; Dr. Gerberding, 
abides in our ranks, but in changed relations. Last

sions in Chicago, and even in Iowa and Indiana. 


LETTERS OF TRANSFER. 


Letters of transfer were granted to Rev. H. L. Me ~ 


Murray, who in October, 1894, left Duluth for McKees- 
port, Pa.; and to Rey. E. F. Krauss, who on Dec. 1, 
1894, left Minneapolis for Leechburg, Pa. Letters of 
transfer to this Synod have-been received from the 
Pittsburg Synod transferfing Rev. Prof. W. H. Zuber 
of Greensburg Academy, Pa., and from the District 
Synod of Ohio transferring Rev. S. W. Kuhns of Co-

of last year filled the hearts of the congregations, the 


Synod, and the Mission Board with much anxiety. 
Disintegration seemed to threaten. The financial de- 
pression and social unrest, most keenly felt in the far 
West, sorely tried all of our churches, but especially 
the vacant ones. It has been a time of testing, of 
winnowing. But the Lord has been on our side; the 


preaching of the Word has been maintained in the 


vacant fields, and, except at menttie, the vacancies 


been filled. 


To Trinity, West St. Paul, relief came in the person 
of student G. J. Gongaware, a middler of the Phila- 
delphia Theological Seminary, who labored earnestly 
from June to September, 1894, reviving the drooping 
spirits of the people and preparing a class for con- 
firmation. After an interval of two months, during 
which the pulpit was supplied by our Minnesota pas- 
tors, the vacancy was filled on Nov. 4, by Rev. W. H. 
Zuber. 

St. Mark’s, North St. Paul, was supplied last sum- 


mer by student I. H. Whitman of the Chicago Theo- 


logical Seminary, and subsequently by students from 
the United Norwegian Church. : 

Rey. H. K. Gebhart assumed charge of St. Mark’s, 
Fargo, N. D., and Rey. S. W. Kuhns of St. John’s, 
Duluth, Minn., December, 1894. 

The West Coast vacancies have been a subject of the

OFFICIAL VISITS. 


Though not so favorably situated for visiting the 
churches and installing their pastors as his prede- 
cessor, your President has nevertheless not neglected 


the care of the churches. Last September he made — 


an extended tour, on which he preached in Trinity, 
St. Paul, and St. John’s, Minneapolis, attended the 
Pastoral Conference held Monday, Sept. 18, at Salem, 
Minneapolis by the Central Conference, and later 
addressed a public meeting at Madison, 8. D., on “The 
Faith of Our Fathers.” At the Central Conference 
he preached the opening sermon, administered the 


Lord’s Supper and conferred Lado the brethren ‘on 


various pastoral topics. 
These were afterwards covered by a détich of ques- 
‘ tions proposed last January to all of our pastors with 


the two-fold aim of securing needed information and — 


of directing their thoughts along certain valuable 
lines. Some of the questions are here given; 
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“J. Externals—Are the church grounds and build- 
ings in good condition? Were there any improve- 


ments in 1894-5? Are the deeds, insurance policies, 


and church records, such as the minute book, the 
treasurer’s accounts, and the pastoral records, in 
good condition? Is there a history of the parish in 
existence? 
“TJ. Pastorate—Does the pastoral office in your 
parish actually include, besides preaching, such duties 
as the Sunday-school superintendency, choir leader- — 
ship, sexton’s duties, treasurership, etc.? Has the 
pastor any opportunity to exert any influence on the 


‘American’ community? Has he any friendly inter- 


course with other Lutheran clergy? Has the Order 
of Salvation been covered by the year’s sermons? - 

“Ill. Diaconate.— Are the deacons active? well 
versed in their work? Are church council meetings 
held regularly? Are the deacons godly men? pretty 
well anglicized? familiar with our English Lutheran 
Church? Do they read the church papers? | 

“IV. Synodical Relations——-Do the people have a 
realizing sense of their synodical relations? What 
is done to foster this? Do they know of the General 
Council and speak about it? or are they wrapped up 
in locality? Have collections been lifted for objects 


on page 2 of the cover of Minutes? 


“V. Membership.—Is the church roll kept weeded? 
What gain this synodical year over losses? Do the 
people live near enough to the church to be regular 
in attendance? Are they regular communicants? 
Are they apparently growing in grace? As our. 
churches a are made up of many elements, how does. 
the unifying process progress? 

“Are there any candidates for the ministry in your 


church? any for the deaconess’ work? any students 


away from home at college, academy or normal 
school? Have you a choir? What societies? 
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“VI, Influence—What influence, if any, does the 
congregation seem to have on the community? on the 
_ Lutheran churches round about? on the public school 
teachers’ ? on the students in the college, university, 
or other schools of high grade in your city? What 
predominant anti-Christian or anti-Lutheran influ- 
ences are there in your community? — 

“Give me as full and exact a statement as you can 
of the use of English by the Lutheran church in your 
_ county, or even in your state, in public service, cate- 
chetieal instruction, Sunday-school, and young peo- 
_ple’s societies, or in academy or college. 

“VII. Sunday-school.—Is the Catechism used in Sun- 
day-school? Is any memorizing done? Do you reach 
many non-Lutheran children? Can you hold your 
confirmed youth in Sunday-school?” i 


STATE OF THE CHURCHES. 


From the replies to the above and from an exten- 
sive correspondence, it is plain that the church prop- 
erties are in the main in good condition. Trinity, St. 
Paul, has been beautified interiorly; St. John’s, Ta- - 
coma, has introduced electric lighting; the parsonages 
at Duluth and Milwaukee have been repaired; the 
Woman’s Memorial (Trinity), Salt Lake City, has been 
provided with pews and electric lights, and St. Paul’s, 
Red Wing, is awaiting the arrival of a vocalion organ, 
which is entirely paid for. Few of our congregations 
have* congregational histories. One pastor has filed 
all newspaper clippings bearing on his congregation 
and its growth. The pastoral records might, in some 
cases, be given with greater fullness, and the books | 
provided be more substantially bound. It is of prime 
importance that records of official acts be prempry 
made. 
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Our churches being young and our people inex- 
perienced and widely scattered, there is still much of 
the drudgery of mission work laid on the pastors. 


"The older pastors are getting their fields fairly well 


organized. The newer men have succeeded in getting 


their work well in hand, so that the year closes with 


every reason for thankfulness and courage. 
There is improvement to be noted in the standard 
of the Church Councils. Our deacons are growing 


more active and more familiar with their. specific 


duties and with the history and mission of our En- 
glish Lutheran Church. There would doubtless be a 
marked and rapid advance, if all of our deacons were 
subscribers to one or more English Lutheran church 
papers and then careful students of them. Well did 
Dr. Spaeth, in his synodical sermon at the late Penn- 
sylvania Synod meeting, remark: “Let us make in- 


terested laymen, and they will make us.” And again, 


speaking of the seven deacons, he said: “As between 
the ‘bishop’ and ‘the seven,’ give me the seven.” This 


“Synod, which has experienced the value of judicious 


presidential oversight, must and will make ampler 
financial provision for that object; yet, after all, the 


_ key of the situation lies in an intelligent, aggressive 


diaconate. Let our several congregations cultivate 


_ the gifts of the laity. Let our deacons, chosen by the 


prayers of the churches for their high places, make the 
most of themselves and the best of themselves. Let 
zeal, knowledge, and conscientiousness go hand in 
hand. Particularly let our deacons acquaint them- 


selves with the life and spirit of our English Lutheran 


Church, in order that they may known its strength 
and its worth. In no better way can they serve the 
Church than by aiming to have a church paper in 


_ every family, setting the example themselves. 


There is a growing sense of synodical fellowship 
among our ‘people. The frequent collections for gen- 
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4 eral objects and the explanations connected therewith, 
the synodical gatherings, the visits of pastors and peo- 
ple to even remote churches are binding our people 


to one another as English Lutherans of the North- 


west and as co-laborers in the General Council. Such 
handsome and instructive Minutes as those of 1894, 
widely scattered and cwchieeteseen: f admired, are an 
education and an advertisement. 

At Tacoma the church roll is purged every autumn 
——a good example. There should be no undue haste 
in removing names; yet, until we have more English 


churches, a larger constituency, and more families, 
we shall have to expect heavy losses. Nevertheless, — 


there is an absolute gain of numbers. The ingather- 
ings at Salem, Minneapolis, and St. Paul’s, Red Wing, 


are particularly notable. In the matter of unifica- 


tion and solidification, the year has seen the greatest 
progress. 

We have to deplore, however, the large number who 
absent themselves from the Lord’s Table and the 
many youth who think that Confirmation is simply 
joining the Church at large, and not also joining the 
_ particular congregation. As our work is chiefly in 
- great cities, it has to contend against the “magnifi- 
cent distances” that our people must travel to church. 
Yet how many are there that cannot be at church 
at least once every Sunday if they wish to? Sifted 
to the bottom, the trouble is commonplace spiritual 
laziness, and laziness in religion is rank heresy. Let 


us aspire to a more heroic spirit that will blush to. 
speak of the little inconvenience involved in regular - 


church attendance as a “sacrifice.” This is one of 


the topics that might well be discussed in the Luther 


Leagues found in nearly every church. 

There is one theological student from Trinity, St. 
Paul, at Philadelphia, one from the English church at 
_ St. Peter, Minn., at Chicago, and one probationer in 
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the Milwaukee Motherhouse from the Church of the 
| Redeemer in that city. A few of our youth are in 
colleges or academies, but mostly where we have En 7 
glish service. 
In our present stage of development the influence of 
our work on the outside community is inconsiderable, 
el but so much the greater is it on the whole Lutheran 
= element in the Northwest. We touch every synod and 
i every nationality. Our very dispersion is a gain. 
i Every pastor and every church is thus a fresh centre 
a whence radiate influences that interlace and combine. 
tees The indirect work done by this synod in stirring up 
| an interest in English and in keeping that interest 
Tag stirred up is beyond all calculation. It does not 
ee show in our reports, but it exists, and is wider than 
is our knowledge of it. The burning question in the 
ie _ German and Scandinavian synods to-day is not emi- 
a gration, but “English.” By private intercourse and 
it personal appeals, by addresses at dedications and be- 
_ fore Sunday-schools and Luther Leagues, in large 
a . ities and in remote country parishes, our pastors are 
. _ proving helpful to their clerical neighbors and advanc- 
: ing the general cause. The unexpired fraction of the - 
_ Nineteenth Century will see as wonderful a change in many 
Northwestern Intheran churches as the past ten years 
has wrought in the Lutheran schools of the Northwest. 
What an incentive to diligence and perseverance! 
The whole Lutheran line is advancing.

CONGREGATIONAL SOCIETIES. 


Our chief work, however, is strictly in our own 
parishes, and our chief aim should be to build up 


from within. A good beginning has been made in 
the various Luther Leagues, whose constitutions, I 


take it, have been submitted to the Church Councils 
and approved by them. Ranging in membership from 
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6 at Salt Lake, to 51 at Red Wing, the former Luther 

’ League may become as much of a power as the latter, 

by diligent study of the life and work of our Church. 

In ‘our mission fields we must learn to appreciate the 

value of the individual and of careful work in founda- 

tions. It were well also if Junior Leagues, or Mis- 

- gion Bands, were organized in our churches, not for 

the sake of badges, banners, and offices, but in order 

to enlist the interest and intelligence of the younger 
folks in the ‘real heart and core of the matter. 

One church reports a congregational deaconess, and 
another Jady visitors. In some way arrangements 
should be made in every congregation for the welcome 
of strangers at church and the systematic visitation of | 
the sick, the poor, the newcomers, and the careless. 

In all this, the less machinery and the more work, 
the less ostentation and the more genuine devotion, 
the better; but this is quite consistent with thorough 
organization and the distribution of labor, so that to 
every man and woman shall be assigned some work. 

LUTHERAN LITERATURE. 

There is a dearth of Lutheran literature in our 
homes, because, perhaps, the taste for it has not been 
sufficiently cultivated. Not books bought, but books 
read and discussed, edify and build up. Might not 
every church by the annual outlay of a small amount, 
say $5 or $10, begin a small library of the more popu- 
lar books, like “The Distinctive Doctrines and Usagés 
of the’ Evangelical Lutheran Church” (Dr. Gerberd- 
ing’s books are already in our homes), and tracts like 

Rev. G. W. Sandt’s “How to Become a Christian?” 
These, if kept circulating, and if talked over at our 
various societies, would give to our churches solidity 
and stability. The West is full of every ancient and 
modern ism. The simplicity of faith is sneered at 
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even in our public schools and universities. A scep- 
tical literature issues from our public libraries. We 

must fight fire with fire. While we cease not to de | 

clare the whole counsel of God from our pulpits, we 

must see that the pure faith and the English exposi- 
tion and defense of it are put into men’s hands. For 
the mere asking, too, we can secure the addition to 
many a city and college library of the works of Drs. 
Krauth, Seiss, Jacobs, and the translations of stand- 
ard foreign Lutheran literature. If we do not push © 
our own literature, no one else will. As “culture” is 
the word in the Northwest, we should show our pat- 
ronizing ‘American’ friends that the Church of Luther 
and Melanchthon, the Church of universities and theo- 
logians, has a little culture also and of a genuine sort. 


NOTABLE DAYS. 


Complying with the request of the Executive Com- 
mittee, the churches observed two notable days. One 
was June 17, 1894, when simultaneous Memorial Serv- 

ices were held by all our pastors in memory of that 
grand old hero, Dr. W. A. Passavant, whose virtues 
are recited in the Memorial page set apart in our 
last Minutes. In him we ever found an able and elo- 
quent champion of Western missions. The present 
generation of Lutherans, East as well as West, will 
have its hands full to carry to successful issue the com- 
prehensive plans of education, missions, and charities 
which this far-sighted pioneer outlined and prepared 
the way for. The Lord bless us, His servants, with 
like clearness of vision, breadth of ssh and heroism 
of devotion. 

On Sunday, Dec. 9, 1894, our ‘Sasitnis united in the 
world’s tri-centennial celebration of the birth of Gus- — 
tavus Adolphus, who saved America by saving Protes- 

tantism in the dreadful Thirty Years’ War. 
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Another notable day for our Synod is Sept. 23, the — 


anniversary of its organization. I recommend that 


the Sunday nearest to Sept. 23 be observed each year 


by our churches in such way as will best bring our 
‘Synod and its mission before our people, to the end 
that special prayer may be made for the divine bless- 
ing on our own labors and all the varied work of the 
Church upon this vast territory, “for with Thee, O 
Lord is the fountain of life and in Thy Bere shall we 
see light.” 


GENERAL COUNCIL. 


Loyal to the General Council whose missionary zeal 


has redeemed the Northwest to English Lutheranism, 


our churches took up the desired collections, observed 
Epiphany season with special exercises in behalf of 
foreign missions, and kept church extension in mind 
during Lent. The Minnesota brethren made up a box 
for our India mission. Superintendents Passavant 
and Telleen and President Swensson visited our ter- 


ritory during the year, and appeared before some of 
our churches. . 

To the Pittsburg Synod,—now fifty years 
from which we have received so much aid and so 
many men, I addressed this Jubilee Greeting: “The 
Synod of Missionaries sends Christian greetings and 
congratulations to the Missionary Synod, and unites 
with her in the jubilee chorus of— 


*.* ‘Glory to God in the Highest, 
"And on earth peace, goodwill to men. - 


“Because the Pittsburg Synod has been, therefore 


the Synod of the Northwest is. 
“May the Providence who has brought the Pitts- 


burg Synod to this golden hour continue to adorn 


her with the faith and works of her godly founders.” 
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The Pittsburg Synod rejoiced to receive our greet- 
ings, and directed the officers “to reply to the good 
wishes of this vigorous Lutheran youth of the North- 
west,” which they subsequently did. 

The next convention of the General Council will be 
held in October, probably in New York City. That 
convention will give us the revised Sunday-school 
Book, and perhaps also the standard translation of 
Luther’s Small Catechism. But that the Home Mis- 
sion treasury is heavily overdrawn, we should urge 
several important points for new work and the se-| 


lection of a Staten. missionary for several of the 
Northwestern States. 


THD THEOLOGIOAL SEMIN ARY 


closed its fourth year with 39 regular sindeaite, drawn 


from 15 synods, and under the tuition of seven pro-— 
fessors, three of whom are members of this Synod, as 
are also four of the directors. The first two full 


-graduates were sent forth this year with the well- 


earned degree of B. D.; 60 clergymen are on the post-- 
graduate list. The elaborate catalogue sets forth the 
thorough organization, extensive courses, and various 
fellowships, etc. The “Synod of the Northwest Fel-— 
lowship” of the value of $65 has been assigned to 
Isaiah Whitman of the English Lutheran Church at 
St. Peter, Minn., for instruction in Physiography, etc. 
This institution, providentially raised up to provide 
English theological instruction in the West, to ad- 
vance the unification of our polyglot Church, to de- 
fend the old faith in the presence of modern criticism | 
and to foster the mission work in vast Chicago and 


for a day’s journey round about, should be near to 


our hearts and near to our purses. Three plans have 
been proposed to provide for the apparently heavy 
but really very modest current expenses. One is an- 
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‘nual contributions, for five years, of larger sums, from 


$25 to $500 and upwards. A generous amount al- 
ready flows from large-hearted men of our Synod in 


this way. The second plan is a “Seminary Aid So-- 


ciety” in all our churches, with $5 per annum contri- 
butions. If our people ponder the matter rightly 
there will be a great and growing revenue from this 
source. The third plan is an annual collection in 
church or Sunday-school. This has. so far yielded 
too little when we consider that no one institution is 
doing so much to build up an English Lutheran 
Church in the Northwest as the Seminary.  _ 
There is another way of helping, the Seminary; it 


is for our people to remember it in their wills. Have 


you never noticed what a multitude of small legacies 
are left by Roman Catholics,—$50, $100, $500? They 


do it, often spurred on by superstition; we, pos- 


sessed of a pure faith and surrounded by its blessings, 
should not come behind in this matter. When this — 
report is. read in our homes, let the reader ponder on 
his duty, and sit down quickly and add a codicil for

‘THE MILWAUKEE HOSPITAL AND D HACONESS’

There are in addition nine proba- 
tioners, two of whom are from English churches. The 
first. English probationer came from our Synod. The 
deaconess’ work has now become firmly rooted on 
Western soil and in the English tongue, for the Mil- 
waukee Motherhouse is German-English. The rector 
is constantly answering requests for information. 

The hospital last year ministered help to 285 pa- 
tients of every creed and nationality. The report, 
as found in the “Annals of the Institution of Protes- 
tant Deaconesses,” should be carefully examined by 
our pastors. All of these general enterprises of the 
church are commended particularly to the considera- 
tion of our Luther Leagues. As the youth are trained, 
the men and women will be Ay ouegeeg | 


VARIOUS SUGGESTIONS. 


Double- church organization is cumbreus. I 
suggest that “in matters of law the Church Council 
shall be known as the Board of Trustees of the Con- 
gregation.”

be printed by the Synod. The form of the Minis- 
terium of Pennsylvania is offered asa guide. 
The summer resoris of Wisconsin and Minnesota 


must attract a considerable number of Lutherans. 


Can not some provision be made for an occasional 
English Lutheran service in hotel parlors or local 
churches? There is a similar opening for the forma- 
tion of Luther Leagues at colleges, Normal schools, 
and academies all through. the Northwest, which. 
would quicken a Lutheran church consciousness 


where it now languishes, owing to the overshadowing 
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influence of other denominations and anti. Jhristian 
tendencies in the community, sometimes found in the 
very faculties of these schools. It is peculiarly the 
office of this Synod to keep a sharp lookout in this-di- 
rection. The conferences might well take this in 
hand. 

It would be proper at this time to complete our 
action with reference to organizing the Conferences. 

Before this array of matters pressing for earnest 
consideration in the infancy of our body, in this ecriti- 
cal, formative period, we may well say, “Who is suf- 
ficient for these things?” We are not, indeed, sufii- 
cient unto these things, “but our sufficiency is of God.”

1. We commend the President’s course in address- 
ing questions to the Pastors and Councils on the state 
of the churches, and recommend that it be made his 
duty to do so annually. 

2. In order to avoid all misconceptions regarding

Duties of the Cburcb 


It may serve a wilinble purpose if we sketch the 


- duties of the Church Council, which it were well if they 
often reviewed, in order that they might learn to realize 


the important functions assigned to them in the Con- 
gregation. 


It is their duty, as laid down % the “Onder for In- 
stallation of a Church Council” in the Church Book: 


(1) To “see that the services of God’s house are held at 


proper —- whether at 9, as or 11 a. m., 6, 7, or 8

p. m., oh Sundays, or on festival days, as Good Friday, 
Christmas, etc.; and (2) that they are “conducted de- 
cently and in order.” This would require that the Dea- 
-.cons, as the eyes of the Congregation, be on the alert 
against any unseemly departure by the Pastor from ~ 
the accepted Orders of Service, any unseemly behavior 


on the part of the people, such as coming late, bustling © 


through the aisles during the service, needless conver- 
sation, passing notes, quiet flirtations, and annoyance 
from dogs and -horses, or from men lounging about 
the vestibule and thronging the sidewalks; and that 
_ they preserve order at weddings and funerals, prevent 
overcrowding at communions, and in general see that 
the sanctity of God’s house be not violated. _ 

(8) If they are to see “that the pure gospel is to be 
preached according to the faith of the-Church,” they 
must have no dust gather on their Bibles or Cate 
chisms, and must aspire to a knowledge of the Luther- 


amt Confessions, beginning with that of \Augsburg, 


which is quite within the range of a deacon, as one 
may see by the well-thumbed volumes of the Symbol- 
ical Books in the houses of our German and Scandi. 
navian church members. | 


_ (4) Then will they be prepared to see “that only such 


are admitted to the pulpit as are approved by the - 


Constitution.” This is very important in the case of a 
vacancy, when officious ministers of other faiths are 


quite ready to fill our Lutheran pulpits, and clerical 


tramps are ready to earn a dollar, and otherwise reput- 
able ‘ministérs whose Lutheranism does not measure 


up to the standard are proposed and are sometimes — 


unthinkingly accepted by perplexed Church Councils. 
Such perplexities may to a great extent be avoided by 
seeking the aid and counsel of the President of Synod 
and the President of the Conference. And, after a godly 
man of sound Lutheran principles has, by the co-opera- 
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tion of Congregation and Church Council, been called, it 
becomes the duty of the Deacons in particular to uphold 
their Pastor in his preaching of ‘‘the pure gospel” ‘‘ae- 
cording to the faith of the Church” against all adver- 
‘aries, whether these be actuated by igorance, preju- 
dice or malice, and whether they arise within the Con- 

gregation or outside of it. The Church Council should 
be a wall of defense round about a faithful Pastor. 
As far as possible, they should shield him from worri- 
ment, persecution, and obloquy on account of his 
fidelity to the truth. | 


(5) They see “that the necessary provision is made 


_ for the instruction of the young” by stirring up a Pas- 


tor who may neglect catechetical instruction, assist- 
ing him to gather catechumens and encouraging them 


by an occasional visit to the class; again by fostering 


the parish school (if such a school be feasible), and un- 
der all circumstances, the Sunday-school, either in the 
usual form of small classes under numerous teachers, 
or as “Christenlehre,” is essential in every Lutheran 
Church in America. The sympathetic Deacon in the 
Sunday-school makes the best officer or teacher, and 
helps by his very presence and example to solve the 
question, “How can we keep the young men in Sunday- 


school and‘ church?” The unsympathetic Deacon, 


puffed up with a sense of official dignity, can very 
effectually interfere with the instruction and training 
of the young, and ought to be squelched by his breth- 
ren. And the apathetic Deacon, here as everywhere, | 
is a-stone of stumbling and a rock of offense. But 
the brother of sound judgment, growing familiarity 
with Scripture, and a youthful heart, can powerfully | 
aid in keeping our Sunday-schools true to their object, 
and both teachers and scholars loyal to their Church 


and its usages. Unhappy the Parish where the church 


officers, under the impression that they ought to do 
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 gomething, lay blundering and.officious hands ‘on the 


careful work of those who bring piety, experience, and 
_ consecration te the work,-and thus undo much good. 
But happy the Parish where the officers both require 
official reports of the life and activity of the -Sunday- 
schoo] .and themselves go-down into this promising 
field. ready to do all.they know and to learn to know 
and do all they.do not already know. 

(6) The Church Council naturally the 
Congregation in administering discipline, which 
should aim primarily at the recovery of the erring, 
and yet should not shrink from the exclusion of the 
demonstrably incorrigible. To inspect the church 
rolls carefully so that absent members be dismissed 
to churches of true Lutheran faith and order, where 
such exist, and that absentees in the community be 
called to account, is one of the prime duties of a Church 
Council. In the course of time dead timber accumu- 
- lates. It is not mercy to souls to allow such a state — 
_ of affairs to continue. Love will find a way to guide 
the erring and instruct the ignorant. 

(7) With reference to the management of “the prop- 
erty of the Congregation,” while the Pastor, as Presi- 
dent of the Church Council, is not and should not be 

excluded from a voice in this, yet, as a purely tem- 
poral affair, it is so much within the range of the laity, 
that no Pastor should have to turn aside from the 
- direct duties of his sacred office to look after doors 
_ and locks, lawns and leaky roofs, cobwebs and ven- 

tilatfon; deeds, mortgages, and interest money. Chris- 
tian Deacons should attend to these things joyfully. 
promptly, and conscientiously; so that the property 
of the Congregation receive no damage, whether by 
neglect or delay, and that the courts of the Lord’s 
house be made, by their beauty, cleanliness, and good 
order, worthy of the Lord of hosts. _ 
- (8) Furthermore, Christian Deacons will devise such 
‘“plans for the welfare of the Congregation,” and for 
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“a premium on selfishness, minister to a worldly spirit, 
belittle the glorious gospel preached from the pulpit, 
make the grace of God of more effect by smuggling 
in legalism or carnality, subject the Church to criti- 
cism, scorn, and antagonism, or in anywise interfere 
with its divine origin and spiritual mission. When 
we have driven the devil out at the chancel, we must 
not let him in at the treasury. | 


One of those “necessary expenses” is the 
Salary. It should be made as generous as the cir- 
cumstances of the Congregation permit and paid 
promptly at the appointed day. The Dedcons should 
gee that no unfair advantage is taken of a self-re- 
specting and self-sacrificing Pastor, who, to avoid the 
charge of being mercenary, would shrink from de- 
manding what his services are worth. Such a man 
.must not be allowed to suffer in addition the mortifica- 
_tion that flows from unpaid bills resulting from over- 
due salary. Stinginess in paying towards the support 
of the Gospel and careless, dilatory methods of col- 
_lecting the contributions are effectual ways of dis- 
_ tressing the man who breaks the bread of life to the 


people. The remedy for both is in the hands of te 
Deacons. 


(9) It is the privilege, yea, the duty of the Church 
Council, to stand shoulder to shoulder with the Pas- 
tor in those offices of love to “the sick,” “the poor,” 
and “the distressed,” which are comprehended in 
Ghrist’s scheme of His Kingdom, and which are too 
little regarded in the Church’s view of it. What the 
lodge claims to do, and to do for brotherly love, the 
_ Deacons should see to it that the church members do. 
from. love to Christ, themselves setting the example. 

_ (10) Nor are the duties with reference to “the cul-— 
‘tivation of peace, goodwill, and charity among the 
members,” less important. “Behold how great a mat- 
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ter a little fire kindleth!” A word out of season—it 
can set a whole church aflame. But behold how great 
a fire a little water, applied in time, quencheth! A 
word in season, promptly, courageously spoken, how 
much trouble it heads off. There is small danger from 
meddlesome tongues when all the members are facing 
Christward and laboring for His glory. But, when 
people face this way and that towards some selfish 
end, or seek to attain even a just end by some worldly 
means, then discord is sure to follow. Then the Dea- 
Cygnus can promote and restore peace and goodwill alone 
by leading the members back to “the — which 
is in Christ.” 

(11) This, finally, will be most readily attained, if the 
. Deacons regard themselves in their relation to the Con- | 
gregation as office-bearers or executors of the will of 
the Congregation, and in their relation to Christ as 


mere servants of the grea} Head of the Church; and 


if they thus, by manifest subjection to the Congrega- 
tion acting within the limits of its constitution, and 
manifest subordination in all things to the mind of 
Christ, set such “a good example” as will command 
general confidence. 
- Neither the wordy deacon nor the learned deacon 
nor the bustling deacon is the Church’s refuge in days 
of trial, but the godly deacon, whose fellowship is the 
Father and the Son. The saintly deacon towers aloft 
in the community, the more eminent and unanswerable 
a witness that his life is not that of a minister pro- 
fessionally separated from the world, but rather that of 
a man avowedly in the world yet not of it. Such men 
are verily pillars in the Church. After all, the strength 
of any man is strength of character; and, in the last 
analysis, strength of character is strength of faith. | 
The Lord raise up in the Synod of the Northwest a 
host of God-fearing Deacons, men of gifts and men of 
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INSTEAD.
